Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Ten excisions are required to remove material which degrades, demeans, and dehumanises women 
to a high extent and degree by presenting conduct where men treat women in ways which de¬ 
personalise them for the camera. In this manner, women are presented merely as objects for the 
gratification of men, and the titillation of the viewer. 


Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The unexcised version of the DVD publication SeXXX 3 Double Gulp is classified as: 

Objectionable 

The publication is a compilation of scenes of explicit sex, some of which degrade, dehumanise and 
demean the women involved to a high extent and degree. The manner of the men's conduct is 
peremptory and contributes to the publication having elements which are overdy contemptuous of 
women. 

If the strongest degrading, dehumanising and demeaning material were excised, the remaining 
explicit depictions of sex in the publication are likely to be injurious to the public good if viewed by 
an audience under the age of 18 years. While there would still be a moderate degree of degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning elements to the DVD, the injury to the public good would be 
sufficiendy minimized by making the publication available to an adult audience who are likely to 
have the maturity and experience to deal with sexually explicit material that remains. Children and 
young people on the other hand are still forming their sexual identity. They may not have the 
maturity and experience to deal with the adult, sexually explicit material, in a way that does not 
negatively affect their sexual and personal development. The degrading and dehumanising conduct 
towards women and by association to women generally that underpins the publication is of 
particular concern as it may reinforce or lead to the development of negative attitudes towards 
women, gender roles and relationships. 

In this instance the distributor declined to make the excisions and the publication is therefore 
objectionable. The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) on the application of the classification. The classification is a 
reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. It reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to limit the availability of publications that present a high extent and degree of 
explicit degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual content. 
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
